He 
had  in  bank  about  $150  which  he  had 
already  saved.  He  paid  this  upon  the  lot, 
and  then  a-ked  fora  loan  friun  the  asso- 
iation  to  complete  tiie  purchase..  The 
directors  authorized  and  made  a  loan  of 
$200  to  Mr.  Smith,  taking  os  security  a 
mortgage  upon  his  lot.  He  continues  his 
regular  payment*  at  $8  monthly  into  the 
I reasury  of  the  Association  together  with 
iuleiest  upon  the  loan  at  C  per  cent. 

In  October  last  his  lot  was  virtually 
paid  for,  and  he  was  ready  to  commence 
erecting  a  house.  He  applied  for  a  new 
loan  of  $1400  dollars,  which  the  Associa- 
(iiMi  granted,  and*  as  the  work  of  the 
builder  proceeded,  payments  were  ad¬ 
vanced.  a  mortgage  Tor  #1600  having  been 
given  by  Mr  ."mil h  and  the  small  one  for 
$200  canceled.  He  *ill  movfe  into  his  new 
house  the  first  of  the  J  »*ai  This  will  re¬ 
lievo  him  from  paving  rent  ($12  per  month) 
instead  of  which  he  will  pay  less  than 
$100  per  year  interest  upon  his  loan  or 
only  $8  per  month  for  a  better  hone*.  He 
continues  to  pay  *8  monthly  into  tiie  As¬ 
sociation  fund,  but  these  payments  oper¬ 
ate  as  regular  Instalments  upon  the  prin¬ 
cipal  of  hie  lo.n,  and  at  the  same  time 
yield  him  a  profit  derived  from  the  earn¬ 
ings  of  the  Associalion.  in  which  lie  par- 
ticipatcS,  and  which  profits  constantly 
tend  to  reduce  tiie  amount  of  his  indebted¬ 
ness.  His  stock  steadily  increases  in  vill¬ 
ain!  each  share  will  attain  its  max¬ 
imum  value  of  $200  in  a  considerably 
shorter  period  tba.1  the  16  years  and  8 
moi.  hs  that  would  f.e  lequired  if  the  As- 
soc.aUou  realize*!  uo  profits.  Pro>ably  in 
less  than  eleven  years  (by  which  time  he 
will  have  paid  on  bis  eight  shares  $1056) 
the  series  of  stock  he  Is  in  will  ha^e 
reached  $200  in  value,  in  which  .event  his 
mortgage  of  $1600  wiU  be  cancelled,  he 


having  In  the  time  stated  paid  a  loan  of 
$16o0  with  $1056.  and  during  eight  or  nine 
years  has  owned  and  occupied  a  house

I  of  tin  classes — l**»r- 
n overs  and  investors,  thou  rh  In  actual 
practice  each  member  is  an  u  veelor.  All 
ts-come  entitled  to  and  obtain  at  some 
time  $200  for  each  share  tnk.-n,  the  differ¬ 
ence  between  classes  being  that  the  bor¬ 
rower  may  get  hla  $200  soon  after  he 
begins  payments,  while  the  non-borrower 
may  wait  for  his  until  tiie  investments 
and  profits  of  the  Association  make  the 
shares  of  that  series  worth  $20  > ;  then  it 
is  paid  to  him.  When,  for  example.  500 
members  have  paid  in,  at  one  meeting 
$500,  each  is  equitably  entitled  to  his  part

In  ordinary  mortgage  loan9.)  These  pre¬ 
miums,  with  the  occasional  fines  for 
delinquent  payments  and  the  interest 
upon  loans,  constitute  the  earnings  of  the 
Association. 

An  investor  In  the  Bloomfield  Build¬ 
ing  aud  Loan  Associa  iou,  if  he  so  de¬ 
sites,  can  withdraw  at  any  time  and  ob¬ 
tain  the  “surrender  value"  of  h|s  shares, 
wh.ch  is  in  that  cus  fully  as  much  us  ids 
money  would  biing  him  invested  in  a 
savings  bank.

The  whole  business  is  based  upon  prin¬ 
ciples  of  thrift  aud  economy,  joined  with 
the  co-operative  feature  of  uniting  small 
Investors  and  borroweis  under  a  safe  and 
conservative  management. 

Absolute  coQurity  Is  guaranteed,  since 
ample  bonds  are  furnished  by  the  officers 
to  protect  the  Association  until  the  fuuds 
are  secured  l  y  real  estate  mortgage,  and 
this  security.  It  will  be  seen,  improves 
every  mouth,  by  reason  of  the  constant 
increase  in  value  of  the  stock  which  is 
also  pledged  as  collateral.  The  Associa¬ 
tion  is  virtually  a  mutual  banking  {oui-( 
puny,  differing  from  ordinary  banks  In 
that  a“ruu’’upon  it  is  impossible,  as 
the  depositors  and  stockholders  are  iden¬ 
tical.

THIT  ADJt’ST  A  DIPFIBKK*  ■'  OlT»Di- 
TY  YEARS  STANDING 

One  of  the  pleasantest  Incident*  of  the 
holiday  season  in  Bloomfield  occurred  at 
the  old  established  and  extensive  carriage 
building  uorks  of  N.  Rarvey  Dodd,  pn 
Hlooiufi*dd  avenue,  last  Saturday  after¬ 
noon  Mr.  1>odd,  upon  tls  leturn  from 
Newark,  where  he  usually  goes’ on  Satur¬ 
day,  proceeded  to  pay  off  his  employee* 
at  5  o’clock  aud  when  he  had  finished  tiie 
men  seemed  '  disposed  U  linger  about  tiie 
office  and  wood- working  room,  which  hud 
been  cleared  up  with  uore  than  Usqal 
car**  for  Saturday  night.  One  of  the  nuiu- 
b*  r,  Mr.  Thomas  W.  Sm^h,  steppe  l  for- 
wurd  and  addressing  Mr.  Dodd,  said  In 
rattier  serious  manuer,*  that  there  was 
some  trouble  between  employee  and  em¬ 
ployer  that  they  tnought  must  be  settled 
before  the  y.eai  close#.  “It  was  the 
proper  time  '  he  said  '  for  an  adjustment 
of  past  grievances.  ’  The  genial  employer 
who  had  never  dreamt  it  possible  lor  a 
strike,  or  anything  of  tLe  kind  to  occur 
in  Ids  establishment,  was  taken  com¬ 
pletely  by  suiprise,  aiuj  when  it  turned, 
out  to  tie  a  presentation  speech  and  the 
placing  iu  his  hands  of  a  magnificent  gold- 
headed  cane,  he  could  duly  say:  “Boys, 
there  are  times  when  the  heart  is  too  full 
for  utterance;  I  can  only  say  1  thank 
you."  Too  event  was  witnessed  by  but 
few  others  than  those  Immediately  con¬ 
nected  with  the  place.  Mr.  1  heodore  Os¬ 
born  now  assistant  street  commissioner,  in 
Newark,  and  engaged  years  ago  as  car¬ 
riage  trimmer  for  Mr.  Dodd  was  piesent, 
and  Mr.  William  S.  Clark,  foreman  ut  the 
Qqimby  cariiage  works,  formerly  with 
Mr.  Dodd,  seut  his  regrets  at  not  being 
able'to  be  present.  When  the  happy  idea 
of  procuring  the  cane  was  made  known  to 
his  follow  wort* men  by  one  of  them  theie 
a^spoiitaiieous  xea  inets  of  eacli  to 
contribute  that  spoke  Volumes  in  praise 
of  Mr.  Dodd  as  an  employer.  A  citizen 
who  can  carry  on  a  manufacturing  'busi¬ 
ness  for  thirty\  years,  and  at  tiie  end  of 
that  time  have' no  enemies  among  his 
former  or  present\w*>rkinen,  is  to  bo  con¬
